WEST VIRGINIA. 
Common Drinking Cups— Prohibited In Public Places. (Act Feb. 22, 1913.) 

Section 1. That the use of the common drinking cup, an undoubted source of com- 
munication of infectious diseases, is hereby prohibited in all public places, upon all 
railroad trains and boats carrying passengers, in all public buildings of every descrip- 
tion, and at public drinking springs and fountains within this State. The State board 
of health shall have full authority to establish rules and regulations to make this pro- 
hibition effective, as in their judgment may seem wise and proper. 

Sur. 2. All person?, firms or corporations failing to observe the provisions of 
this act, or the rules and regulations of the State board of health made in relation 
thereto, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction thereof shall 
be fined not less thna $10 nor more than $50 for ^ach offense.
